At last Company EK and the Sth 
regiment have left for the front to do 
service for the United States, and to 
do their part toward freeing Cuba from 
the oppression of Spain, and although 
the 5th is the last regiment to be 
called, it will have the distinction of 
being the largest regiment that ever 
left the state. 

In the case of the other regiments 
of the state they were first sent to 
Framingham and then recruited up 
to the army strength of 106 men, but 
in the 5th the companies were recruited 
to the required strength before they 
went to camp. 

Those who reported at the Armory 
Wednesday night were busy packing 
their knapsack and bags, and no 
attempt at drill was made. 

Thursday morning the men reported 
at 6.30 and from that hour until the 
train was taken at 8.08,the Armory was 
a scene of busy activity. 

Most of the members had said their 
goodbyes to their families and friends 
before leaving home, yet there were 
many who journeyed to Braintree that 
morning for one more shake of the 
hand of those who were dear to 
them, for in grim warfare none know 
what may happen or how many may 
give up their lives for their country. 

At 7.30 the men were lined up in the 
Armory, and Capt. Kincaide gave them 


a few parting instructions. To the 
new recruits he said: ‘‘Stand erect,

The war news this week has been re- 
ceived with great interest and pleas- 
ure. Early on Sunday morning last 
Admiral Cervera’s fieet, in Santiago 
harbor attempted to escape but the 
American navy was too much for 


them. The entire squadron, four large 
battleships, the finest in the Spanish 
navy, und two torpedo boats were in 


a few hours destroyed. The Christobal 
Colon, the fastest of the battleships 
succeeded in getting sixty miles away 
before she was captured. The vessels 
run along by the west shore, and as 
steered for the 
in boats 
com- 


soon as disabled were 
beach, and the men escaped 
to the shore, The victory was 
plete. In four hours every Spanish 
ship was a wreck, and every man shot, 
drowned, or a prisoner. Among the 
1300 prisoners was Admiral Cervera. 
This terrible blow at the enemy’s 
navy with substantially no loss to our 
vessels, and only one man killed, is 
remarkable. The total of the 
vessels destroyed was $12,700,000. An 
attempt is being made by our govern- 
ment to save the Christobal Culon, and

The Fourth in Quincy. 


As a rule the night before the Fourth 
was quiet, and for a wonder there were 
no alarms sounded, which is rather un- 
usual. Sunday night Chief of Police 
Litchfield put on a large force of 
special officers which with the regulars 
succeeded in keeping the enthusiasm 
in check until after midnight. Many 
of the specials were in uniform, but 
there were scores in citizen’s dress and 
as one young American remarked, they 
were thicker than bees.

Postage on Parcels. 


Several foreign governments have moved in 
favor of transmit ing through the mails parcels 
weighing more than four pounds, which is the 
present limit, and have urged the United States 
to agree to do the same, but so far without suc- 
ces. This country has found that there is no 
profit inthe transportation of merchandise, but 
that, where the distance is at all great, the trans- 
mission is always at a considerable loss to the 
The government makes a 
uniform charge for a pa kage of given weight, 
be the distance it is to travel great or small, and 


postal department. 


allows its transmission as a matter of conven- 
ience to its patrons. These will use the mails 
only when the expense is to be less than it 
would be through express or freight agents. 
While for short distances the charge for trans- 
mission is frequently less by express than by 
mail, the express companies increase the charge 
proportionally with the increased distance, while 
the government's price remains fixed. It would 
be manifestly unfair to the great mass of people 
for the government to go into the general carry- 
usiness simply to decrease the shipping ex- 
penses of the producers and importers, in whose 
the subject is agitated. European 
countries, with their limited territory, may find 
satisfactory regulatioas which would work to 
the great disadvantage of the United States, 
with its three thousand mile routes. New 
Bedford Standard.

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War News. 


The news of the week has been 
gratifying to all lovers of the stars and 
stripes. Although, not ‘so exciting 
as other weeks, it still shows plainly 
that the nation is making rapid ad- 
vancement towards closing of the war. 

The government of Spain by direc- 
tion of the Spanish minister of foreign 
affairs has sued for peace, and has 
sent a message through M. Cambon, 
the French Ambassador, to President 
McKinley asking for the termination 
of the war and the settlement of terms 
of peace. 

President McKinley has been con- 
sidering the matter with his cabinet 
since Tuesday afternoon, the time it 
was received, but has not as yet given 
an answer. It was expected he would 
do so Friday afternoon. News from 
Washington says he has decided to 
formulate these four demands: 

The cession of Porto Rico. 

The independence of Cuba, with 
recognition of American protectorate 
over the island until a stable govern- 
ment is assured. 

The cession of the Ladrone islands. 

The cession of sufficient territory in 
the Philippines for a coaling station 
and naval depot, with a declaration 
that the government shall be satisfac- 
tory to the natives of the islands. 

But this is not official and may be far 
from the truth. 

General Miles has arrived at Porto 
Rico, and successfully raised the stars 
and stripes at a small town on the 
southern coast, without the loss of a 
map. A slight resistance was shown 
and @ few Spanish soldiers were killed. 
He landed his troops at Guanica, 
about fifteen miles from Ponce, which 
is one of the principal cities of Porto 
Rico. After taking Ponce, where there 
is a large body of Spanish troops, 
he will move on to San Juan, the 
capitol; which is on the north shore, 
about seventy-five miles from Ponce. 
It is said there is an excellent 14-foot 
macadamized road leading directly 
across the island, which will greatly 
aid his troops and field artillery in 
their march. He will have a large army 
with him, capable of resisting any 
foree the Spanish may place in his 
path.

When the news reached Honolulu of 
the annexation of Hawaiian islands to 
the United States, pandmoninm | 
reigned. Long before the vessel had) 
reached the harbor it was known that 
the steamer brought annexation 
the information being signalled to the 
Monican.

At the same time the Hawaiian band 
marched through the streets to the 
wharf playing American patriotic airs. 
An immense procession was formed and 
amarch was made to the executive 
building. 

Capt. Sealby of the Coptic was 
sented with a silver cup by the citizens 
of Honolulu for bringing the news. 

The leading men of Honolulu have 
met and recommended Harold M. Sewall 
of Bath, Maine, United States Minister 
to Hawaii, for governor of the Islands.

But it is 
offsset by the further statement that 
412 patents who have been sufferng 
from fever have returned to duty and 
that there has been but one death. 
Yellow fever has an ugly sound, but, 
as a matter of fact, the rate of 
mortality from it in the American 
camp has never as yet been anywhere 
near the rate we are accustomed to 
at home in such maladies as typhoid 
fever, diphtheria and pneumonia.

A Lobster Case 


Onlicers Hersey and Chadwick of the 
fish and game commission visited 
Houghs Neck July 29, and securing a 
boat, madea visit to the several lobster 
cars in that vicinity.

The law says that the car 
shall have the name and address of the 
owner, and in this case the car had the 
name of the owner, but the address 
was omitted, as Mr. Peterson had been 
told by another officer that the name 
only was necessary.

It was a little before 4 o’clock when 
the clouds began to thicken and the 
hot oppressive air began to be cooled 
by an easterly breeze. It looked 
threatening and as the sky became 
everybody made 
haste to get in out of the wet, for it 
looked as though the shower would! 
break at any minute. 

It was nearly 4.30 before the rain 
descended, first lightly and then with 
increased violence, until it came down 
in torrents, flooding the streets and 
washing out deep gullies. Accompan- 
ing this came the thunder and light- 
ning,giving one an idea of how it must 
have seemed during the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet at Manila and 
Santiago. This was kept up for half an 
hour, when the storm began to abate 
and at a little after 6 o’clock it almost 
cleared, although it was not until after 
the moon made its appearance that the 


sky had fully cleared. 

Considerable damage was done by 
the storm, but fortunately there were 
none injured, although there were some 
narrow escapes. 

A tall willow tree on the estate of 
Henry T. Brown of Chestnut street was 
struck, and the bolt ran down the 
tree, following one of the roots into 
the ground. The tree was set on fire 
and the combination wagon at the 
central fire station was summoned. 
Some of the ladies in the neighbor- 
hood were shocked. 

On Copeland street the force of the 
water washed down Smith and Buckley 
streets, carrying a good part of these 
two streets down into Copeland street, 
burying up the street railway tracks so 
that it was necessary to shovel them 
off before the cars could pass. 

On Adams street the house of Joseph 
Robertson was struck by light- 
ning. Mr. Robertson sat at the back 
door and the bolt struck the bell wire 
near him, the shock knocking him 
over. The bolt then ran around the 
room and went out through the side 
ot the building, leaving a small hole. 
The walls of the roof were blackened 
along the course of the bolt which did 
no further damage. 

The house of T. A. Whicher on 
Adams street was struck but the 
damage will not be over $5. Here the 
bolt struck the gable end of the build- 
ing tearing olf a few shingles and clap- 
boards. 

At Quincy Point the bolt struck the 
ground, and rnnning along the grass 
killed twenty chickens belonging to 
Mr. Fisher. 


At Houghs Neck the house of 
William Hudson near the corner of 
Sea street and Manet avenue was 


struck. 

The bolt struck the side of the roof 
and passed into the building and 
followed the nails in the floor to the 
back part of the building, where it 
went out knocking a post from beneath 
the building. During the course of the 
bolt it set a mattress on fire which was 
extinguished by Messrs. Taylor and 
Dolan, ex-members of the fire depart- 
ment, before much damage had been 
done. There were several children in 
the building at the time and they were 
considerably frightened, although they 
were not injured. 

At Norfolk Downs lightning struck 
the chimney on the dwelling of Mr. 
Maxwell on Hamden circle, but little 
damage was done, however. 

At Atlantic a bolt strnck a chimney 
on house of Mr. W. F. Cummings on 
Clive street and entered the house, 
passing out the front door, The family 
are away. 

At Squantum the fury of the storm 
was watched with interest. It did not 
strike in the vicinity but bolts de- 
scended all around. Some yachtsmen 
were caught out, and also the Steamer 
Ella of the Boston Park line with 
several passengers. The boat behaved 
splendidly and the passengers escaped 
with a drenching. 

At Braintree a trolley wire on Elm 
street on the line of the Boston & 
Weymouth Co. was struck and it fell 
in the street causing lively flreworks 
for awhile.

New Bedford's 
tax rate is $19.20, the highest in the 


history of the city. New Bedford's 


tax levy of IS9S was $1,152,856.82, 


mediately followed by a perfect storm 
of popular indignation and protest.

that a policy of retrenchment shall be 
immediately entered upon by the 
varivus departments.

city may receive a revenue. It is pro- 
vided in Section 13 of the Sewer Act 


that assessments shall first be applied 
to the maintenence of and operation of 


the isystem. These assessments even 


at the start, if the abutters pay only 
one half, will be more than sufficient 
to meet the cost of maintenance, so 
that if the necessary sum is authorized 


this year and borrowed on a one-year 


loan, it can be paid next year from 
the assessments without expense to 


the taxpayers. 


It does not seem advisable to assess 
the abutters more than one-half of the 


cost, to be paid within ten years, 


particularly as the sewer bonds run for 
forty years and it is provided that only 
one-fortieth of the cost will mature 
each year,or one-fourth in ten years. It 
looks as if the abutters were to pay 


the whole cost of the sewer, —mainten- 


ance, interest and bonds—for the first 


ten years even if they are assessed but 
one-half the cost.

ment is the ratio on frontage, depth,

Typhoid Fever. 


The Board of Health has adopted 
Respected sir:—I am pleased to note heroic measures to stamp out and pre- 
vent the spread of typhoid fever, 
several cases of which were reported 
last week in one boarding house on 
Centre street. The well pump was 
taken out and the use of the well pro- 
hibited, the cesspool and vault were 
cleaned and the place otherwise made 
clean,and as no new cases have ap- 


peared it is believed that they have 
been successful. Besides these cases 
of typhoid fever, the board have had 
two light cases of diphtheria on Nelson 
street,and two cases of scarlet fever, 
one on Smith street and one on Arthur 
street. All of these cases were in light 
form and the patieats are recovering, 
and the Board of Health have taken 


precautions to prevent the spread.
